r view of the great interest taken in the articles on slum 
clearing in Hong Kong, which appeared fn the last four 
jssucs of the Sunday Herald, we have decided to publish yet 
another article on this subject, embodying the views of one who| 
has inken the greatest interest in slum clearing in the Colony. 

_. The authority concerned starta off by saying that it is a 
well-known fact that there is a good deal of overcrowding in 
Hong Kong but the trouble is that it is not known how exten- 
sive this overcrowding. actually is, and until a- general survey 
haa been made, it would be impossible to make'a report on the 
subject. . , 

There appears to be, however, some 250. acres of Iand in 
which the population intensity is over 1,000 per acre, and an 
idea of how bad the overcrowding is may be better appreciated 
when it is stated that in England a population of 300 persons to 
the aere is considered a bad case, while in the very worst slum 
districts in England the population is seldom over 500 persons 
per acre. 


To return to the 250 acres of | — 
congested area mentioned 
ahove, however, there are some 
8,000 tenement houses in that 
area with a total population of 
over 300,000 people, and an 
average of about 40 to each 
tenement. The point is to find 
out how many of these tene- 
mente are overcrowded, for it 
is impossible, in cases of over- 
crowding, to work on averages.

As far as the 4,000 odd empty 
floors are concerned, no explana- 
tion ran be obtained why they 
should be vacant, but it may be 
taken for granted that the reason 
is that cither the Iandlords want 
too much money or that there is 
not sufficient means of livelihood 
in the neighbourhood, for it is an 
accepted fact that poor people must 
live near their work.

Having got so far, the diMficulty:

Industry And Housing 
Relationship

E relation between industry 
and housing is a very {mpor- 
tant one. The exact relationship 
between them, however, is particu- 
larly dificult to establish in Hong 
Kong, where “home industries,” 
or work done in homes and not 
factories, give occupation to o 
Jarge proportion of the population. 
The factory is a comparatively 
new innovation in Hong Kong, 
where the’ situation :is similar to 
that prevailing In| Europe, and 
particularly in England, at the 
beginning of the ‘Industrial Revo- 
lution,” with, however, one notable 
difference. In England “homo in- 
dustries” were scattered about.the 
countryside; they were abandoned 
when the population concentrated 
In the towns . to work in the fac- 
tories. In Hong Kong these home 
industries are concentrated in the 
towns, and the factories are trying 
to establish themselves in areas 
which are already congested in 
order to be near the ‘supply of 
Jabour. 2

countries are any criterion, the 
factory will automatically kill the 
home: industries, and if this be 
assumed as a working basis, then 
Hong Kong {s in fortunate posi- 
tion.

It is|” 
a condition of good housing that 
adequate decent accommodation 
should be provided fcr the’ poorer 
people at reasonable rents ond It 
fs in this respect that the. present 
type of housing fails badly.
